No “Overexposure. 


To the amateur photographer the 
great bugaboo In his work is arriving 
at the proper exposure of the plate. 
With most of the snapshot cameras 
now in use this is impossible, as they 
are adjusted for an average exposure; 
but tho trouble is experienced when 
he comes to the point of making time 
exposure. 
This truuble has been met 
by an English manufacturing fLm by 
the addition of certain chemical«* to the 
•onsitive emulsion of the plate or film 
which nakes overexposure impossible 
This is particularly valuable in in­ 
side work, where the brilliantly 
il­ 
luminated portion of the room near 
the windows calls for a short expos 
uro and the darker parts for much 
more, and in this case it is possible 
to expose for the shadow parts with­ 
out overdoing the lighter positions. 
An exposure of forty times that of 
normal is permissible, and tho plaies 
developed in the ordinary manner, 
but where, for any reason, the expos­ 
ure has been greater than that, a spe­ 
cial developer is recommended.

water for the first rinsing and cold 
water to which a handful of salt has 
been added for at least two other rins­ 
ings.

All American records for the carry- 
ing of passengers in a heavier than 
air machine were smashed the other 
day, when George W. Beatty, operat­ 
ing a biplane, carried three persons 
with him in the air abovo the Nassau 
Boulevard Aviation field, New York, 
and flew over Belmont Park, Garden 
City and Mineola for flftten minutes. 
The wind beat against the sides of 
the fragile machine, rocking it dan­ 
gerously, and the cold was intense, 
but Beatty did not come to earth un­ 
til he Ht s confident he had done more 
in one branch of aviation than has 
any other man in this country. 
A 
smooth, graceful 
descent 
to 
earth 
marked the finish of the trip. 


It was said by several men who saw 
the flight th at Beatty flew with his 
three passengers more than sixteen 
miles. Leo Stevens, an aviator, placed 
the distance, however, 
at 
approxi­ 
mately ten miles, saying no man could 
fly with a burden of three passengers 
further than that in the time passed by Beatty in the air under the existing 
conditions. 


After the flight Beatty, when speaking to a reporter, said he had marked 
the actual time passed in the air as twelve minutes and the distance covered 
as approximately eight miles. He could not be sure of the number of miles, 
he said, as all his attention had been attracted to guiding the machine. 


Even at ten miles Beatty's trip is considered remarkable. To appreciate 
more clearly the difficulties under which the trip was made it must be under­ 
stood that the combined weight of the four passengers in the biplane was 544 
pounds, and that the machine itself weighs 900 pounds. 


Beatty's three passengers were’: Dr. A. G. Belden of Terre Haute, Ind., 
and H erbert Pratt and John Findlay. 


BADEN-POWELL IN AMERICA 


Sir Robert Baden-Powell, 
founder 
and chief scout of the British Boy 
Scouts, who arrived In New York a 
few days ago to visit the Buy Scouts 
of America, is one 
of 
the 
British 
heroes of the Boer war, having earned 
his fame by his brilliant defense of 
Mafeking. 


In fact the history of Baden-Pow- 
ell's life Is packed with incidents of 
daring. 
When only nineteen he en­ 
tered the army, being appointed a sub­ 
lieutenant of the 13th Hussars, a craclc 
cavalry regiment and being sent to 
India. 


From India he was sent to South 
Africa and participated in the Zulu- 
land operations in 1888. 
From there 
he went to Malta for three years and 
in 1896 he was ordered to Mafeking 
and from there made many scouting 
expeditions to various parts of the 
country. 


Among his feats th at stand out in 
the course of the defense of Mafeking 
was the engagement on May 12, 1900, when the Boer besiegers, knowing that 
relief was on the way to the sarriaon, made their final desperate attempt to 
storm the town. 
But Eaden-Powell's men, who for months had kept them­ 
selves alive on mule soup as a staple diet and locusts as luxuries, after four­ 
teen hours of fighting, out manoeuvred and totally defeated the Boers. When 
Mafeking was relieved five davs later the people of this country joined with 
those of England in hailing Baden-Powell as a hero. 


Ever since retiring from the army Baden-Powell has given his time to 
organizing the boy scout movement, which in England has received official 
recognition. An army of boy scouts last July was reviewed by King George 
and Baden-Powell was publicly commended for his work.

Guthrie, Okla.—"It has been the case 
frequently that It was 
possible 
to 
Identify the slayer in outlaw days in 
Oklahoma and other sections of the 
Bouthwest either by marks on 
the 
body of the slain person or the posi- 
tion In which the dead 
body 
was 
found," says Judge Horace Speed of 
Guthrie, who was United States at- 
torney for Oklahoma for sixteen years 
and prosecuted many outlaws and gun- 
men. 


Speed was first appointed when Ok- 
lahoma was opened to settlement, in 
1889, by President Harrison, and later 
served under several other adminis- 
trations. 
During his days as » chief 
prosecutor here for the government 
ho was active against members of the 
Dalton, Doolin and other outlaw gangs, 
and studied their ways and methods 
as a means 
of 
helping himself in 
prosecutions of criminals. 


"Nearly every outlaw who was a 
killer had a different method of treat- 
ing the bodies of his victims," says 
Judgo Speed. 


"As a rule, the outlaw was very su- 
perstitious, and It was for this rea- 
son mainly that he would show the 
greatest respect for a victim's body, 
' in many instances performing the last 
1 rites in a truly ministerial 
manner. 
! Other outlaws, and these were always 
I of the most wicked brand, would mal- 
treat and disfigure the bodies of their 
victims, and it was easy for an officer 
who understood these things to tell 
at a glance who the killer had been. 


"The most bloodthirsty man 
that 
ever came under my observation was 
Bert Casey, one of the last outlaw 
leaders in the southwest. 
He was al- 
ways 'with his boots on,' always ready 
to kill, and Invariably he marked the 
victims' bodies in a manner that never 
failed to reveal that Casey was the 
killer. 


"Casey's mark was a kick in his 
victim's face.

NiiW Way of Preparing Bevcrsge That 
Up-to-Dato Housewife Should

As both tea and chocolate are serv- 
ed, It is well to know of new ways to 
make the chocolatte. Four tablespoon- 
fuls of very rich cocoa or chocolate or 
two bars of sweet chocolate; add to 
this proportion one quart of hot milk, 
a one-Inch 
stick of cinnamon, one* 
tablespoonful of arrowroot or 
corn- 
starch and three 
lablespoonfuls 
of 
suííar; pour tho hot milk over tho 
cinnamon, cocoa, sugar 
and 
arrow- 
root, and simmer for fully ten min- 
utes. then add one tablespoonful of 
sherry, one of vanilla and a dash of 
salt, and beat it for five minutes with 
a Dover egg beater: to this may be 
added, for those who like coffee, one 
cup of very strong, clear coffee, and 
top the cocoa with whipped cream, 


To make Vienna chocolatet, scald 
three cups of milk and one of cream; 
add three heaping tablespoonfuls of 
grated chocolate, two of sugar 
and 
two of cornstarch, and one teaspoon- 
ful of vanilla; stir until smooth, then 
cook for five minutes more. 
Beat 
the whites of two eggs stiff, with one 
tablespoonful of sugar, 
and 
add a 
spoonful of this meringue to each cup 
of chocolate.—Vogue.

All American records for the carry- 
ing of passengers In a heavier than 
air machine "were smashed the other 
day, when George W. Beatty, operat- 
ing a biplane, carried three persons 
with him in the air above the Nassau 
Boulevard Aviation field. New York, 
and flew over Belmont Park, Garden 
City and Mineóla for fiftten minutes. 
The wind beat against the sides of 
the fragile machine, rocking It dan- 
gerously, and the cold was Intense, 
but Beatty did not come to earth un- 
til he M t s confident he had done more 
in one branch of aviation than has 
any other man in this country. 
A 
smooth, graceful 
descent 
to 
earth 
marked the finish of the trip. 


It was said by several men who saw 
the flight that Beatty flew with his 
three passengers 
more 
than sixteen 
miles. Leo Stevens, an aviator, placed 
the distance, however, 
at 
approxi- 
mately ten miles, saying no man could 
fly with a burden of three passengers 
further than that in the time passed by Beatty in the air under the existing 
conditions. 


After the flight Beatty, when speaking to a reporter, said he had marked 
the actual time passed in the air as twelve minutes and the distance covered 
as approximately eight miles. He could not be sure of the number of miles, 
he said, as all his attention had been attracted to guiding the machine. 


Even at tun miles Beatty's trip is considered remarkable. To appreciate 
more clearly the difficulties under which the trip was made it must be under- 
stood that the combined weight of the four passengers in the biplane was 544 
pounds, and that the machine itself weighs 900 pounds. 


Beatty's three passengers were': Dr. A. G. Belden of Terre Haute, Ind., 
and Herbert Pratt and John Findlay. 


Sir Robert 
Baden-Powell, 
founder 
and chief scout of the British Boy 
Scouts, who arrived In New York a 
few days ago to visit the Buy Scouts 
of America, is one 
of 
the 
British 
heroes of the Boer war, having earned 
his fame by his brilliant defense of 
Mafeklng. 


In fact the history of Baden-Pow- 
ell's life is packed with incidents of 
daring. 
When only nineteen he en- 
tered the army, being appointed a sub- 
lieutenant of the 13th Hussars, a crack 
cavalry regiment and being sent to 
India. 


From India he was sent to South 
Africa and participated in the Zulu- 
land operations in 1888. From there 
he went to Malta for three years and 
in 1896 he was ordered to Mafeklng 
and from there made many scouting 
expeditions to various parts of the 
country. 


Among his feats that stand out In 
the course of the defense of Mafeklng 
was the engagement on May 12, 1900, when the Boer besiegers, knowing that 
relief was on the way to the ^srrlskon, made their final desfyerate attempt to 
storm the town. 
But Baden-Powell's men, who for months had kept them- 
selves alive on mule soup as a staple diet and locusts as luxuries, after four- 
teen hours of fighting, out manoeuvred and totally defeated the Boer^. When 
Mafeklng was relieved five davs later the people of this country joined with 
those of England In hailing Baden-Powell as a hero. 


Ever since retiring from the army Baden-Powell has given his time to 
organizing the boy scout movement, which in England has received oificlal 
recognition. An army of boy scouts last July was reviewed by King George 
and Baden-Powell was publicly commended for his work.
